o rganizatio n. 
He to o k an h o ur in h is 
vituperatio n, wh ich o ften reflected h is 
so cialistic beliefs. 
Several tim es th e 
delegates sh o wed a dispo sitio n to jeer 
h im do wn, but Mitch ell kept o rder 
and demanded th at h is accuser h ave 
a h earing.

more m ysterious, unprecedented and 
ex traordinary thah any afforded b y the 
annals of R ussian history. 
For a Rus­ 
sian sovereign to fall b y the hand of 
an assassin is no new thing in Rus­ 
sian records, b ut that the em peror 
should narrow ly escape death b y a 
shot from his own artillery while he 
was engaged in a solemn religious 
rite, 
surrounded 
b y 
priests 
of his 
church, is so difficult to realize as to 
b e alm ost Incredib le, Yet this is what 
happened, and the R ussian pub lic is 
left wondering and mystified. 
By the 
m erest chance the im perial family es­ 
caped unhurt, b ut pub lic opinion is 
stunned b y w hat m ight have b een the 
tragic result of the affair. 
The festival of the Epiphany, the 
b lessing of t.» e w aters, had just con­ 
cluded when sim ultaneously with the 
salute fired from the St P eter and S t 
Paul fortress, a rain of b ullets swept 
over the little chapel b uilt over the 
frozen Neva in front of the w inter pal­ 
ace. where Em peror Nicholas and ev 
ery m em b er of the Romanoff family 
were participating in the service. 
The em peror had a m iraculous 
cape. 
'I ne m issiles cam e from a gun 
of the Bourse b attery, which was load 
ed with grape. 
Some of the b ullets 
actually struck the little open chapel 
in which tne em peror was standing, 
cut the staff of one of the standards 
and fairly riddled the b asem ent win­ 
dows of the palace, killing a policem an 
outright and wounding an officer and 
three m arines. 
Had the gun b ean 
aim ed a little low er the charge of 
grape might have wiped out t&e whole 
Romanoff dynasty 
The sugges on offered that the gun 
was loaded w*th grape as a precaution 
in view of possib le strike rioting hard­ 
ly m eets the fact that it was aimed 
with such accuracy at the chapel. 
Ev­ 
erything on the surface seem s to indi­ 
cate the ex .stence of a deadlv and 
deep-laid plot against the em peror, in 
which artillerym en w r > enb sted. 
It 
is understood tfcet all the men and the 
officers o f the b attery were im medi­ 
ately placed under arrest for ex am ina­ 
tion. 
It is stated - in official circles 
that the grape was fired from one of 
the guns of the Seventeenth b attery 
of the F rist H orse A rt'llery of the 
Guard, the most aristocratic corps in 
the R ussian arm y. 
It seem s that at 
gun practice on Tuesday a loaded shell 
was inadvertently left in the gun.
